Infectious  Disease. 

The  following  eases  of  infectious  disease 
wore  notified  to  no  during  the  year.

None  of  the  above  cases  woro  removed  to  an  isolation  hospital  and 
as  will  bo  seen, the  district  was  free  from  any  severe  outbreak  of 
infectious  disease. 


Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year 

some  effort  was  made  to  secure  isolation  hospital  accommodation  but 
by  the  end  of  the  year.no  definite  <ari angomonts  had  boon  made. This 
is  far  from  being  satisfactory  and  it  is  to  bo  hopod  that  oven/ 
effort  will  bo  made  during  1945  to  secure  those  very  necessary 
hospital  bods. 

Diphtheria  Imunlsav-lci 

During  the  year  under  review  morithly  _ 
clinics  were  commenced  for  the  purpose  of  immunising  children 
against  diphtheria, The  response  has  been  satisfactory  and  as  a 
result  a  recent  survey  showed  that  88 D  of  the  school  children  had 
boon  irnnuni s c-d . The  response  in  the  under  five  year  group  has  also 
boon  satisfactory  and  it  is  to  b.o  hopod  that  the  response  will 
continue  to  remain  good  so  that  the  present  high  imr.iunising  rate 
may  bo  maintained. 
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Scabies.  A  fair  number  of  scabies  cane  to  my  notice  during  the  year 
The  cases  occurring  in  evacuee  children  wo re  admitted  to 
the  Sick  Bay  at  Sonnybridgo  while  the  non-evacuee  cases  wore  do  .It' 
with  by  the  County  Health  Visitor.
